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Father McCarthy's Arrest for Reck- | 


less Driving in Newark. 


Struggle With the Officers---EBye-Wit- 
nesses Declare that He Was 
Intoxicated.

Thall absorbing topic in Newark yesterday 
wasthe arrest on Monday afternoon of Rev. 
Pierce McCarthy,.of St. Pius’ Roman Catholic 
Church, in East Newark, on a charge of being 
drunk. The feelings engendere@ by his arrest 
and almost immediate discharge are the mora 
bitter in consequence of the strong anti-Church 
sentiment in the temperance movement that 
has agitated the city tor some time past. The 
Germans generally are tolerant, but in this in- 
stance they deride the temperanee people, an! 
tell them to reform their clergymen before they 
attempt to deprive bonest, moderate drink 
ers of their beer. At the same time 
they, as well as all classes of the 
community, regret the scandal to religion that 
has arisen fromthe unfortunate occurrence. 
Ihe Kev. Father’s most intimate friends and 
parishioners, while sorry for the exposure tiat 
hus resulted from his heedlessness, say they 
can only offerin palliation his weakness from 
recent illness, andthe impulsive temperament 
which caused bis incarceration when the offi 
cers were loth to plece him under arrest. All 
who came in contact with bim after 12 o’clock 
neon up to the time of his arrest at fifteen min 
utes past 6p. m. unitein saying that his ac- 
tions were those of a man under the influence 
of liquor, while his pbysician and the justice 
before whom he appeared insist that they saw 
no evidence or signs ot intoxication about him. 

THE FATHER’S MISFORTUNE. 

Father McCarthv gracuated from the semi 
nary some twelve years ago, and shortly atter 
he was ordained or soon after the Church 
of St. Pius was completed took charge of the 
parish, and has carried on a good and effect- 
ive work there. He has been noted for his ex- 
acting all the honors due to his position, even 
when it was not necessary, and his quick and 
nervous temper frequently caused him mo- 
ments of sorrow when his calmer judgment 
came into play. Me has been considered a 
wrrm friend by all who knew him intimately; 
is generous toa fault, and only blameworthy 
in the matter that caused his great trouble on 
Moncay last. 

It was the feast of St. Michael, the patron 
saint of Bishop Corrigan, and Fathers Me 
Harthy and Murphy, his assistant, were among 
those who congratulated the Bishop and par- 
took of his hospitality on that day. Driving 
back through the citv of Newark to their par- 
sonage, they took the opportunity tocall on 
several of their friends. Tbe horse of Father 
McCarthvis a spirited animal—one that bvrun- 
ning away with its owner some six weeks ago 
contined him to the house with injuries from 
which he has not yet fully recovered ,and. from 
its confinement during the Father's illness, was 
more tractious than usual on Monday, so much 
so that he was almost beyond the control of 
Father McCarthy, and bis coudjutor, 
Father Murphy, did not dare to drive 
him. Shortly after one Ocleck in the 
afternoon the two were seen recklessly driving 
down Arlington street, and making too shorta 
turn at the hill on Court street, the buggy over- 
turned, the two clergymen were thrown into 
the middie of the street, while the horse, infu- 
fiated by the under fore wheel striking his legs, 
dashed offup the hill, When caught he was 
bleeding freely from two cuts on his left hind 
lew. FathersMurphy and McCarthy were mean- 
while removed to the grocery store of Mr. E. . 
Marsh, in Court street, where they received 
every attention. A new wagon being obtained, 
they started off again with the same horse, in 
just as reckless a manner, attracting general 
attention up to the time of the arrest, 
a few minutes after six o'clock, They had 
collided with several wagons, and their career 
ended when one wheel bad been taken off the 
conveyance they occupied by their forcible 
contact with another vehicle. Father McCar- 
thy, when arrested, made such resistance on 
the way tothe station-house that the officers 
were compelled to use force to get him there, 
but none more than was absolutely necessary ; 
and tie was only struck by one of them min the 
stations house after he had again attacked 
them, scizing one of them in such a manner 
thatthe two biows were givento compel him 
to let go and relieve the officerfromthe excru- 
ciating pain caused by the gitp. 

THE OFFICERS’ STATEMENTS. 

meer Charles Gloir said: ‘‘Il saw twomen 
in a wagon on three wheels tearing down Broad 
street at a terrible pace and hurried forward to 
stop the horse, but just before I reached them 
apeddler and a colored man succeeded in 
stopping it. Iwent up to the carriage, and, 
noticing the two men were priests, said to Mc- 
Jarthy: ‘Father, are you hurt?’ He answered: 
‘No,’ asI belped him out. I then urged him to 
go into a drug store, but ne refused. I said he 
had better not unhitch the horse, but he‘gave 
mea push and exclaimed, ‘What have 
got to do around here?’ Itold him 1 
officer. Ie wanted to see my shield, 
notin uniform; andthen he passed up to the 
head of the horse and struck tne’ man, holding 
it in the tate. I then took bold of him and said 
‘do not strike again;if you do not behave I 
shall have to tanke you to the Station-house.’ 
He replied, Jama priest and don't care for 
any officers’, and seized hold of me, at waich 
moment Officers hnapp and Jonnson came up 
and arrested him.’’ 

Officer B. S. Knapp, whois said to be one of 
the most reliable policemen onthe force,stated 
that the priest wus so disorderly that they were 
compelled to arrest him, and, as he fought and 
struggled on the sidewalk, they had almost to 
carry him in. He lay downonthe sidewalk, 
in front ot the cngine-house, and made sucha 
disturbance, besides attracting such an im- 
mense crowd, that they put on the nippers and 
hurried himin. No one sfruck him in the 
atreet and no more force was used than was 
absolutely necessary. Officer Johnson was 
compelled to strike his hand in tue station- 
bouse, and he willtell you of that. 

Officer George Johnson said: When we got 
him in front of the sergeant’s desk the Father 
seized mein such a manner that I was com- 
pelled to strick his handstwice. He said he 
would not be searched or lockedkup. He woulda 
not give his name, occupation or residence, so 
after getting his ‘pedigree’ froma by-stander 
we took him down and locked him in acell.’’ 

Chief of Police Meldrum said tlie priest 
was ‘‘unquestionably drunk, and was 
treated with the utmost consideration 
under the circumstances. He. was disorder- 
ly and abusive both inside and out- 
side of the station and attacked the officers 
there. The judge discharged him soon atiter 
without an examinatiou, and now itis claimed 
that he was not drunk. [Lam anxious to nave 
an investigation if he courts it. I have all the 
evidence necessary and can Account for every 
hour and every place in which he spent the day 
that willconvince allhis friends that we are 
right in this matter, and I think the justice did 
not do his duty in discharging the prisoner 
without an examination and then returning 
the money that had deen paid for his fine, 

THE PRIEST'S DEFENSE. 

Dr. William O'Gorman, of No. 903 Broad 
street, Said, n my return, from Jersey City, 
at half past six o’clock p. m., I found on my 
slate a call to visit the Rev. Mr. McCarthy, at 
the station house. Il went and found him lying 
ona bench. Ile was very pale and excited in 
his appearance, and when the door was opened 
he started from his recumbent position and 
said,without apparently recognizing me, ‘This 
isn gross outrage; 1 want to see the men who 
struck me. Lwant justice done.’ Hetried to pass 
out of the door, but was prevented by the om 
cer. Lendeayored to quiet him and have him 
talk rationally to me, but tailed, he was labor- 
ing under such ahigh state of nervous excite- 
ment, though firmin his gait and unembarrass- 
ed in his speech. Then, ascertaining that it 
was necessary to see Judge Ricord to obtain his 
immediate release, I drove to his residence, to 
fina he had already left tor the court room, 
which adjoins the station house. An officer 
them made agharge of drunkenness against 
him, andas 1 was anxious solely to have him 
removed from the painfal position in 
which he was placed, I quietly asked 
the Judge what the penalty wouldbe. Hesaid 
a fine of $2 50, which I said [ would pay, and 
then asked permission to remove the clergy- 
man without ringing him to court, in conse- 
quence of the excess ot feeling under which he 
was laboring. I was afterward convinced that 
he was not intoxicated, and, other things 
showing it, insisted on his returning tothe 
court to convince the Judge that the charge 
was unfounded, He did so, and the Judge, as 
he deciaed 1155 favor, remarked to me. Ik 
he is drunk I @ave never seen a sober man. 

Father McCafthy himself could not be seen, 
but sent a message tothe door from his bed 
saying ‘‘he was sorry, but the correct state- 
ment could be obtained from the police court 
where thething occurred. 

Father Murphy's disappearance after his su- 
perior's arrest has excited much comment.

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QUEER FREAK OF AN ENGINE, 


It Jumps the Track and Runs Overland, 
Tearing Up Stumps and Fences. 

From the Keobuk (lewa) Gate City.! 

An accident occurred onthe T., I'. and W. 

Railroad on the 10th inst., that is probably 
without a parallel in the history of railroad- 
ing—in Illinois, at least—both for its rarity and 
absence of serious results. 

As train No. 2, engine 13, on the evening of 
‘that day, was in the vicinity of Glassford, III., 
going at a speed of nearly forty miles per hour, 

a cow suddenty bounded in tront of the en- 
give. Theie was no warning whatever, the 
front of the engine passed over the animal, 
ang, in doing so, was lifted clear off the rails, 
ard, evidently at that time, uncoupled from 
the tender, Going at such a high rate of 
speed, it continued some twenty yards on the 
ground, tearing it up and even uprooting a 
stump in its mad career, and, what is very 
strange, kept on its wheels untilit came-to a 
stundstill, whereit stood clear of the main 
track. 

„The remainder of the engine and train kept 
the track and ran past the engine about a 
quarter of a mile, whenit was brought to a 
stop with Drakes. The jar ot the escaped en 
gine was so slight that but few passengers 
were made aware ol the accident until told. 
The engineer, John Welsh, sat on his seat 
throughout the affair, a mere spectator of the 
queer freak of his engine.

happened. No one hurt nor even scared. 


SOUTHWEST MISSOURI. 


The Long Drought —Business Outlook—Rail- 
roads, Mines and Manufactures, 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., October 2, 1879.—As the 
PosT-D1sPraTCH has more readers in this city 
and county than any other paper published in 
St. Louis, a few items of general interest from 
this vicinity may not be deemed an intrusion, 
and, indeed, itis proper that the business inter- 
course between this partieular section of the 
State with the Future Great, which is increas- 
ing in magnitude with each year, should be 
supplemented by afriendly intercourse through 
the medium of public print. 

THE DROUGHT. 

The first topic and the one that is uffPermost 
in everybody's thought is the unprecedented 
drought with which we are afflicted. We huve 
had butone slight shower for nearly twelve 
weeks, and the outlook is becoming serious, 
Nine-tenths of the wells and cisternsin thiscity 
have dried up, and families draw 
their supplies from the water wagon. 
Throughout, the county springs and 
streams have ceased to supply the wants of 
farmers, and great suffering exists among cat- 
tle, horses, etc. 

The James River, a stream of considerable 
importance, that flows throngh the county,and 
seidom gets below a running stage, is now very 
low, and in places for miles presents a dry bot- 
tom tothe rays ot the sun. Our veighboring 
counties are no better off, and in 
far distant from streams actuul suffering is be- 
ginning to be experienced. 

The weather, clerk promises us no relief, the 
davs and nights being as cloudless as one could 
wish during an equinoctial. 

BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 

Notwithstanding all this present trouble, we 
have much to gratify usinthe beuntifal har- 
vest that our farmers have 
multiplying evidences of returning ‘‘good 
times’’ that are apparent on every hand. The 
retail trade in almost every department of bus 
iness is better than for years, while our whole- 
sulemerchants have more than they can at 
tend to. New lite nas been 
into manntactories, no icile men 
are seen on the streets, and the countenances 
of all indicate a radical change in the condition 
otaffairs. Ihe price of resl estate has been 
steadily working upward for the past three 
months, and preparations are being made on 
every band for improvements in tue spring. 
This sudden transformation from the doubt 
and unceitainty that have hungover our fair 
(ity almost continuously since the disastrous 
panic that shattered the business interests of 
the entire country is a source of conzratulation 
and warrants our people iu thenew hopes and 
aspirations that promise much for the future 
_of Springtieid. 

RAILROAD PROSPECTS. 

The only railroad tacilities which we now 
have are those afforded by the St. Louis and 
San Francisco Railway, which runa direct from 
your city through the Southwestern portion of 
the State to the Indian Territory. This road 
has benefited by the renewed public confidence 
in enterprises of that character, and is now en- 
gaged in building a two hundred mile exten- 
sion, which will reach to Wichita, Kansas, 
tapping that wonderful wheat-producing re 
gion and making it tributary to St.Louis. En- 
der its present management the road is enjoy. 
ing a prosperity hitherto unknown in its his- 
tory. During the past six months increased 
business bas compelled an addition to its roll- 
ing stock ot ten engines and over four hundred 
freightcars, and still their facilities age insut- 
ficient to supply the demand created by 
the suddenly increased business ot 
the Southwest. The capacity of the 
shops ot this company at North 
Springfield are shortly to be doubled, and gu- 
ployment given to over six hundred men. The 
St. Louis and San Francisco is rapidly taking a 
rank among the first lines of transportation in 
this Stute, and will soon exercise a control 
ling influence over the railway system of the 
West 

Ihere is now no doubt that by next fall our 
city wii have direct communication with Kan- 
sas City, via the Springticld und Western Mis 
sourt Railroad. This enterprise, which is al- 
ready running daily trains to Ash Grove, twen- 
ty miles distant ina northwesty direction, has 
been purchased by an Eastern company, and 
we have reliable authority for stating that it 
will be completed through to Fort Scott 
next summer, thereby giving rail access to 
Kansas City, viathe Fort Scott and Gult road. 
It is also intended to push this line in a south- 
erly direction from Springfield to some point 
on the Mississippi River, which will make it 
the most popular route in the West forthe 
transportation Of the products of Missouri, 
Kansas and Nebraska. Three other railroad 
enterprises are also looking this way, namely: 
a route from Kansas City through Bates coun- 
ty, a road from Sedalia, and one from Jetter- 
son City. The resources of this section of the 
Stute are only beginning to be appreciated, 
and as Springfield is the receiving and cistrib- 
uting point tor the entire Southwest, the prom. 
ise is that at an eariy day it will rank among 
the railroad centers of the State. 

MINING INTERESTS. 

The mining interests of Greene county are as 
suming proportions that promise to make it 
one Of the most valuable and important. For 
years lead in smal! quantitfes has been mined 
near Ash Grove, but only recently has the de- 
velopment of the mines borne the impress of 
anything like systematic operations. A few 
months since Messrs. Ralph Walker and John 
G. Perryman leased the mines and are now 
pushing work vigorously. The entire countr 
in thut vicinity is foundto be underlaid with 
mineral, and us soon as new machinery, which 
has just been purchased, is put into operation, 
the Ash Grove mines ul come to the tront as 
worthy of attention second to none in the 
State. Even with the crude system ol 
mining heretofore adopted sufficient miu 
eral bas been raised to keep one smelter 
at work nightand day, and it is a noteworthy 
fact that the lead trom these mines ranks 
higher in your market than that of Granby or 
Joplin. The owners of the mines have sont a 
bandsome exhibit of ores to the St. Louis Fair, 
which cannot fail to attract the attention ofall 
interested in such matters, and which will 
more than coroborate all your correspondent 
has written. 

MANUFACTURING INTERESTS. 

No locality in the State affords such promise 
for manufacturing enterprises as Springfield 
With hundreds of, miles of territory on every 
side tributary to itit isthe center of a valu- 
able and annually increasing trade, that can- 
not be taken away. ° We have already in suc- 
cessful operation a large cotion milf, 
wagon tactory, wooien mill, iron foundry, 
an a number of extensive ouring 
mills, that are kept running night and day to 
supply the demand. Anagricultural implement 
manufactory at this point would pay hand 
somely, as hundreds of car. loads of plows, 
reapers, mowers, etc., are received and dis- 
tributed from here annually. A tannery is also 
badly needed, and, indeed, capitalists and 
practical manufacturers in almost any depart- 
ment of trade would find this a tavored field.

LOST IN THE CLOUDS. 


Still No News from the Missing Aero- 
nauts. 


Friends Vainly Waiting for Messages 
from Wise and Barr. 


The Great Interest Felt Throughout the 
Country in the Fats of the Path- 
finder. 


Protessor Wise and George Burr, the aero- 
naut and the adventurer,who left the city last 
Sunday afternoonin the balloon Pathfinder, 
have not yet been heard from. They have 
been missing five days aul, the meager news 
received in this ¢ i@ from day to day only jus- 
tiles the belief that the two voyagers have tak- 
enatmp much longer than they expected. To 
those who are intere-ted inthe absence of the 
two gentlemen only out of curiosity to know 
what became of them, the belief is they are 
lost for alltime tocome. Among the friends 
of the Professor and Mr. Burr, the majority are 
of the opinion that the voyagers will turn up 
at no distant day. They believe 
they have met with some 
accident in the woods either in the State of II 
linois or Michigan. They think that Professor 
Wise and Mr. Burr were probably crippled by 
the landing of their airship, and are recuper 
ating at some tarm-house, besides carrying 
out the advertising schemeof Professor Wie. 
Itis argued onthe other hand that Mr. Durr 
would not be aparty tosuch ascheme, which 
would only keep insuspense his many friends 
inthis city now anxiously waiting to hear the 
leastrumor of his whereabouts. Mr. Burr 
made the ascent from a simple love of adven.-
